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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 340-356, 358-403, 405-451 , 453-481 , drawn to a system and 
method for testing over a network, classified in class 434, subclass 350. 

II. Claims 1-17, 19-47, drawn to a system and method for diagnostic testing 
of reading skills, classified in class 434, subclass 178. 

III. Claims 95-111,113-158,160-205, 207-253, 255-300, 302-331, drawn to a 
system and method for computer-assisted training, classified in class 434, 
subclass 362. 

IV. Claims 332-339, drawn to a system and method for grading, classified in 
class 434, subclass 353. 

V. Claims 48-94, drawn to a portable media product, classified in 434, 
subclass 308. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

2. Inventions I and II are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions in 
this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does 
not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) 
that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 
806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed does not require the 
particulars of the subcombination as claimed because the combination as claimed does 
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not require the portable media of the subcombination. The subcombination has 
separate utility such as a computer testing system that does not use a server computer. 

3. Inventions I and III are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions in 
this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does 
not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) 
that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 
806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed does not require the 
particulars of the subcombination as claimed because the combination as claimed does 
not require means for motivating the user to complete tests and a recommender for 
recommending, based on the scores of the one or more tests, one or more training 
modules for improving a reading or pre-reading skill of the individual. The 
subcombination has separate utility such as a computer testing system that does not 
require a teacher station. 

4. Inventions I and IV are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together 
in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are 
shown to be separately usable. In the instant case, invention IV has separate utility 
such as a method and system for grading that does not require a server computer or a 
teacher station. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

5. Inventions I and V are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together 
in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are 
shown to be separately usable. In the instant case, invention V has separate utility such 
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as software for use in a method and system that does not require a server computer or 
a teacher station. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

6. Inventions II and III are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together 
in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are 
shown to be separately usable. In the instant case, invention III has separate utility 
such as a computer testing method and system that does not require a portable media 
disk of a teacher station. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

7. Inventions II and IV are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together 
in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are 
shown to be separately usable. In the instant case, invention IV has separate utility 
such as a method and system for grading that does not require a portable media disk or 
a teacher station. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

8. Inventions II and V are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions 
in this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1 ) the combination as claimed 
does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and 
(2) that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 
806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed does not require the 
particulars of the subcombination as claimed because the combination as claimed does 
not require the instructions that cause a student computer to display at least one 
graphical image and audio associated with each test. The subcombination has 
separate utility such as software for use in a method and system that does not require a 
teacher station. 
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9. Inventions III and IV are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together 
in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are 
shown to be separately usable. In the instant case, invention IV has separate utility 
such as a method and system for grading that does not require a server computer. See 
MPEP § 806.05(d). 

10. Inventions III and V are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together 
in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are 
shown to be separately usable. In the instant case, invention V has separate utility such 
as software for use in a method and system that does not require a server computer. 
See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

1 1 . Inventions IV and V are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together 
in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are 
shown to be separately usable. In the instant case, invention IV has separate utility 
such as for grading. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected 
invention, the inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .48(b) if one 
or more of the. currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim 
remaining in the application.
